Effective with.next monthly billing 
Elba W & E Board approves 
slight increase in water rates 


by Ferrin Cox, Publisher 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board met Monday evening 
and voted unanimously for a 
modest raise in water’ rates 
effective with the next monthly 
billing. Elba water rates were 
last increased in January of 
2003. Rural water ‘rates were 
last increased in April 2001. 

Under the new schedule the 
minimum water bill for the first 
2,500 gallons will be $8.50. 
That is up 50¢. 

The next 2,500. gallons: will 
cost $3.25 per 1,000 gallons, up 
from $3.00. The next 3,000 gal- 
lons go up only 20¢ per thou- 
sand gallons. 

All usages over one million 
gallons will go up on five cents 
per thousand gallons. 

Rural. water rates were also 
increased with the first: 2,500 
gallons going up from $10.15 
to $10.50. The second 1,000 
gallons. will cost $3.75 per 
thousand, up from $3.50. All 
monthly water usage over 
20,000 gallons will cost $2.40, 
up from $2.30. 


During Elba Cit 


The board. discussed a rec- 
ommend increase in electric 
rates but tabled the matter over 
some confusion with details of 
the proposal. It will be dis- 
cussed again next month. 
Meanwhile actual cost increas- 
es will be reflected in the fuel 
adjustment portion of the utility 
bills. 

In other business. the board 
members reviewed the monthly 
financial reports. These showed 
an increase in electric usage 
and a decrease-in water usage, 
Expenses were up, in part to 
system improvements.

The early history of the Elba Church of God

March 18, 2005 


The Elba Church of God was 
started by a handful of faithful 
followers who were determined 
to create a place of worship for 
the people of Elba. 

It all began when Brother 
Semmie Chappell, a local 
garage owner asked his friend 
and coworker, Talmas Gatlin if 
he knew of a house he could buy 
in Elba. Talmas told Brother 
Chappell. about some land for 
sell that had three small houses. 

Maybell Chappell Pippin and 
her father, Brother Semmie 
Chapell purchased the property 
with insurance proceeds she 
received from the navy when 
her young husband died at:<sea. 
The property was purchased 
from a postman ‘named Danner 
Bedie. 

On this property, Brother 
Chappell asked’ Brother Doc 
Judy, a. Church of God preacher, 
to erect a tent so that he could 
start having revivals. Doc Judy 
held revivals in the tent. for 
mahy months: After Brother 


Doc Judy, Brother Chappell - 


asked Brother Neal Forehand to 
come to Elba and preach. the 
revivals. Brother Neal Forhand 
moved into one of the houses 
next to the Chappell’s. After the 
tent was taken down, they start- 
ed having services in Brother 
Chappell’s house-and = Brother 
Forehand’s house (next door). 
Maybell Chappell Pippin and 
her father, Brother Semmie 
Chappell donated some of their 
land to build the first Church of 


God in Elba. 

After the land was acquired, 
Talmas Gatlin, Bernis Carter, 
Annalar Mathis, Maybell 
Chappell Pippin, Bill Sutley, 
and Brother Chappell started 
raising money to build the 
church. Talmas and Bernis went 
to every business in town asking 
for donations to help build the 
church. Every person and every 
business in Elba donated money 
to help build the church. 

In less than a month, enough 
money was raised to start build- 
ing the church. Brother Gusty 
Hudson and Brother Forehand 
laid all the blocks for the walls. 
Brother . Chappell, Maybell 
Chappell Pippin, Talmas Gatlin, 
Kenny Adkison, Bill Sutley, 
Gusty Hudson, Annalar Mathis, 
George Arnold; Wilmer Frazier, 
Arkie Hodge, Almer Spence all 
donated — windows for . the 
church. Many. others helped out 
to. complete the church. 
However, there wasn't enough 
money to lay wood for the 
floors, so they’ covered the dirt 


: floors: with sawdust and began 


having services. 

As soon: as the’ church was 
completed, Brother Forehand 
began services in the new 
church. Jewel Adkison and Inez 
Cooper would sing gospel 
music and play the guitar, 
When the two beautiful girls 
started singing gospel, folks 
would come from all around and 
fill the church.and its grounds to 
hear the girls sing. 

Maybell Chappell . Pippin 
married a man that Talmas 
Gatlin had introduced’ her to, 


Edlow Marler. 
Brother Semmie Chappell 
eventually pastored the Elba 
Church of God and lived the rest 
of his life in Elba. 

Talmas Gatlin married Inez 
Cooper and moved to Columbus 
Georgia, They returned to Elba 
and finally retired in Enterprise, 
Al. 


Jewel Adkison married 
Lester Cook. Not long after 
their wedding, Jewel was killed 
in a house fire. — Brother 
Forehand preached her funeral 
and Inez Cooper Gatlin sang the 
gospel songs that she and Jewel 
loved to sing to praise the Lord. 

Brother Forehand went on to 
build another Church of God in 
Costen-Hill and:in Opp. He was 
killed in an unfortunate accident 
in Florida. 

Annalar Mathis moved away 
but returned to Elba and now 
lives Morrow Village. 

Arckie Hodge is still'an‘active 
member of the Elba Church of 
God,

The Alabama Department of 
Public Health wants to remind 
the public that Colorectal cancer 
is almost 100 percent preventa- 
ble just by getting tested. The 
American Cancer Society esti- 
mates that 145,290 new cases of 
colorectal cancer willbe diag- 
nosed in the United States and 
an estimated 56,290 people will 
die from this disease in 2005. In 
2004, the» American Cancer 
Society estimated that 2,330 
new cases of colorectal cancer 
would be diagnosed in Alabama, 
and 900 deaths would be attrib- 
utable to colorectal cancer. 

Colorectal cancer, the second 
leading cause of cancer-related 
deaths inthe nation, is a cancer 
that develops in thé colon. or 
rectum Of both men and women. 
Before a cancer develops, there 
often are earlier changes. in’ the 
lining of the colon or. rectum, 
such as polyps. Early. polyp 
removal, which can be done 
through a flexiblé | siginot- 


doscopy and Colonoscopy, THHy” 


prevent cancer from developing. 

All men and women are at 
risk of developing colorectal 
cancer; however, a vast majority 
of cases are diagnosed-after the 
age of 50. In addition to aging, 
additional factors that increase 
an individual's risk of develop- 
ing colorectal cancer include a 
personal family history of colon 
cancer, a personal history of 
intestinal polyps, obesity, 
increased consumption of red 
meat and alcohol, smoking, and 
lack-of physical activity. 

When colorectal cancer. is 
detected and treated early, there 
is over a 90. percent survival 
rate; but only 39. percent of 
colon cancers are found at an 
early stage because of lack of 


screening.
